Precautions in Case of Fire. 



Kcop nil doors and windows of the 
■truotura closed until the firemen 
ooine; put fi wet cloth over tho mouth 
and get down on all-fours in a smoky 
room; if in a theater keep cool; de- 
scend ladders with a regular step to 
prevent vibration. If kerosene just 
purchased can he made to burn in a 
Baucer by igniting vritli a match, throw 
i away. Put wiroworks over gas- 
lights in show-windows; sprinkle sand 
ina'.ead of sawdust on floors of oil 
stores; keep shavings and kindling- 
wood away from steam boilers, and 
greasy rags from lofts, cupboards, 
boxes, etc.; roo that all stove-pipes 
•liter well in tho chimney, and that all 
lights and fires are out before retiring 
or leaving place of business; keop mat- 
ches in metal or earthern vessels, and 
out of the reach of children; and pro- 
vide a piece of stout rope, long enough 
to reach the ground, in every cham- 
ber. Never admit any one if the 
house be on fire, except police, fire- 
men, or known neighbors; nor swing 
lighted gas brackets against the wall; 
nor leave small children in a room 
■whore there are matches or an open 
fire; nor deposit ashes in a wooden 
box or on the floor; nor use a light in 
examining the gas-meter. Never 
leave clothes near the fireplace to dry; 
nor smoko or read in bod by candle or 
lamp light; nor put kindling-wood to 
dry on top of tho stove; nor tako a 
light into a closet; nor pour out liquor 
near an open light; nor keep burning 
or other inflammable fluids in rooiuH 
where there is afire; nor allow smok- 
ing about barns or warehouses. — 
"Western Farm Journal."

THE flSUNSCIPAL CONTESTED 
ELECTION CASE. 

Judge Crease's Judgment 
in Full- 



Stinging Rebuke for Corrupt Practice 

Upon a view of the whole case I nra 
of opinion that the duties and powers 
imposed up 011 tuo Supreme Court hy 
Section 25 of the Victoria Municipal 
Corporation Ordnance 1869, over Flec- 
tion Petitions arc still in force, and 
have not hocn aorogatod by the Muni- 
cipality Act, 1872, or the Municipal 
Amendment Act, 1872, or any other 
Act affecting that Municipality. 

Notwithstanding the alleged resig- 
natioa of Mr. Drummond the Court 
cannot loose its hold on the Petit ion. 
The Petition is still before it. Even 
Mr.Morton cannot without the consent 
of tho Court withdraw it. The bond 
given by tho petitioner, Charles Mor- 
ton, is still in force and tho bonds- 1 
men undischarged. These bonds were 
imposed in the intorest of tho Respon- 
dent Drummond, that his election 
should not be vexatiously and without 
bona tides disturbed by tho Petitioner, 
that the Petitioner should bo bound 
to prove his case or suffer the penalty. 
The legal obligation on Drummond'a 
part is reciprocal, that is to abide by 
tho decision of tho Court as a law- 
abiding citizen. If it should turn out 
on examination that his election was 
void, it was tho same as if no election 
had taken place. His resignation in 
such case would be mere words "vox 
et praterea nihil" and any proceed- 
ings which might depend on it he 
equally vain. The decision must go 
upon the law and the facts. Tho law 
stands thus and stood at tho time of 
the election: By section 2 of the Ma 
nicipal Amendment Act 1873, "any por- 
tion, male or femalo, of the full ago of 
21 years, who should have been rated 
on the Assessment Roll of tho Muni- 
cipality, and (as a condition preceding 
to the right of voting) should have 
paid less than ten days previous to 
the time of election] all Municipal 
rates and taxes payable by him or 
her,"jand none others, could vote at. 
tho election of Mayor. It becomes 
then important to enquire what per- 
sons there were who at tho date of the 
election of Mayor fulfilled the require- 
ments of the statute so as to be enti- 
tled to vote at tho election. 

The Assessment Roll of tho Muni- 
cipality at that timo consisted of thrco 
Bolls: 

1. Real Estate Assessment Roll. 

2. Trades Licenses Roll. 

3. Road Tax Roll. 

By the Act affecting the Municipal- 
ity, the Real Estate Assessment Roll 
for 1874 appears to have been duly re- 
vised under the laws passed on that 
behalf by the Court of Revision. 
"Whether any or what person's names 
may have been illegally inserted there 
is not at the present moment suggested. 
Tho Roll however itself contains a list 
of good voters. It is a consolation to 
feel that in the midst of so much doubt 
and question at least one Roll of 
"Voters containing tho great mass of 
the voters of tho town, many of those 
who pay Traces Licenses and all the 
Real Estate owners, is at least a safe 
basis for tho Municipality to depend 
on for any now election. 

The Road Tax List which should 
have been made out between the 1st 
day of January and the 1st day of Feb- 
ruary 18Go. (indeed in every year) was 
not made up until after that date and 
was never revised by the Courts of Re- 
vision under Section 21 of the Munic- 
ipality Act 1872, nor sent in before the 
31«t March, 1874. 

■ The Trades Licenses Roll relating 
to personal estate was also sent in on 
31st March, 1874, and that v. as not re- 
vised as prescribed Ly Section 24 of 
the Municipality Act of 1872, conse- 
quently neither of these two last Bolls 
could be used on the election. They 
were not made up for the year 1875, 
nor delivered within the time, or re- 
vised in tho manner prescribed by law, 
and even if the parties whose names 
wore on these lists on the 1st of Feb- 
ruary would have been otherwise le- I 
gaily entitled to vote, their votes for 
these reasons are thrown away for the 
year, or if they arc not entitled to a 
vote on tho Real Estate Assessment 
Roll they arc virtually by this default 
disfranchised for the year. It would 
follow as a matter of logical inference 
that if any other names had boon iii- 
aertod on any of these three Rolls 
fiftor tho last day for tho legal com- 



of their officers, nor any other person 
otherwiso lawfully employed to carry 
out the election, would havn any pow- 
er or authority to diverge aught out of 
the clear path dictated for that pur- 
pose by the law, consequently any 
public declaration by a Returning Of- 
ticer at tho Hustings or any placard 
as published by him, with his 
sanction or with tho known sanction 
of t tho Councillors, calculated to 
deter others from coming to the 
to the poll, and as ofton as tlioy wero en- 
titled to do so, would bo clearly Mogul. 
Under section 2 of the Act No. 5, of 1875, 
a "duly qualitied." Voter iH ontitled to 
voto at Municipal Elections in any ward 
in which ho or she may bo registered "as 
a ratepayer." And as Councillors aro 
e'eated under Ibis in ouch separate Ward, 
and the election of Mayor put on tho 
same footing in that roqpect, it would fol- 
low that a duly qualified voter can voto 
for Mayor as well as Councillors iu every 
Ward where tho oloction is hold in 
which hohas a legal qualification to vote. 
Tho "any" is hero distributive. Again 
uniler Sec. 17, of the Act 35, of 1872, tha 
only declaration which a Returning Olii- 
oer is entitled to ask a voter is a declara- 
tion that he is a freeholder, (as tho case 
may be,) in this Municipality, and legally 
qualitied to voto at tho particular elec- 
tion. See. 12, of tho By-Law to regulate 
the election of Mayor for 1875, passed 
under the authority of Soo. 10, of the Act 
No. 15, of 1874, (tho Ballot Act) pro- 
vides that the Returning Oflicer on tho' 
application of any voter unable to read, 
should till up the Ballot paper for such 
voter in favor of such person as ho shou'd 
direct, and file n donblo declaration in a 
form prescribed by tho By-Law in each 
case. If therefore a Returning Oflicor 
failed to discharge this duty much injus- 
tice might possibly result. Indeed tho 
decision and validity of thoelection itself 
might burn upon tho fact of his proper 
compliance with this provision. Let ua 
sao then how far the evidence sworn . be- 
fore tho Con rt of tho Returning Officer 
Mr. Jamos Oir, tho Town Clerk Mr. 
Wm. Leigh and Mr. R. Green, a Deputy 
Returning Officer, both of which gentle- 
men delivered their evidence in a frank 
straight forward mannar, and Mr. J. 
Russell the Assessor and Colleator of tho 
Municipality, support a cculnritio tho 
statements of tho Petitioner in his Peti- 
tion. It appears undisputed that tho 
nomination took place ou tho 11th, and 
C. Morton and J. S Drummond contested 
for tho office of Mayor. The election was 
held presumably after all the proper no- 
tices on tho 12th January 1875, in throe 
polling places, Yiites street, Johnson 
street ami James Bay Ward's. Mr. J. 
Orr was duly appointed Returning Offi- 
cer, and presided at Yates Btreet Ward, 
Mr. R. Green and Mr. J. C. Marshall , 
each acted as Daputy Returning Officers 
in James Bay Ward and Johnson street 
street Ward respectively. It was proved 
that by the official return of the Return- 
ing Officer that the votes cast at tho elec- 
tion wore

Mr. Drummond i3 personally connected, 
no Court could possibly allow such an 
election to stand. Neither can I doclara 
Mr. Morton olected. Iu the first plnco 
ho does not ask for the seat in his peti- 
tion: indeed, appearing hero in Court, he 
publicly disclaims any other wish in the 
course of action ho has adopted than a 
most laudable desire to sorvo tho public, 
and though this Court has power under 
tho prayer of tho petition to declare him 
elected* and to enforce his election. I 
shall iu the present instance rolegata tha 
trust back to tho citizens themselves, as 
being most in nonBui:»aoo with tho spirit 
of public institutions. Moreover, tho 
irregularities havu been so great, ho many 
votea— i0 — have been rejected, and bo 
many votes which might have been given 
oither way may have boon turned away 
from the Polls by the action of tho Re- 
turning Officer, who seems to havo much 
misunderstood hit duty, that oven with 
a scrutiny of tho Ballots and tho compar- 
ison with the lists, I should not think the 
conclusion satisfactory; and tho Court 
prefers also that when the ends of justica 
do not imperatively call for it to obsorvo 
tho seoresy as to individual votes which 
is tho spirit of tho Ballot Act. I shall 
not, therefore, declare Mr. Morton olect- 
ed, but declare the whole election for 
Mayor void; and I therefore ordar that a 
now election for tho office of Mayor of tho 
City of Victoria shall be hold at nuoh 
timo and place n.» uhall be declared aod 
notified on that behalf by the Municipal 
Council of tho City of Victoria. 

It is right to add that as tho present 
Councillors wore elected by acclamation 
without any opposition, their election 
and position stand undisturbed and un- 
affected by tho present decision which 
relates only to tho oflico of Mayor. 

Tho prayer of tho petitioner is granted 
with costs as against the respondent. 

Tho costs of tho Prohibition to be paid 
by tho Municipality.

On tho three lifts used on the occas- 
sion there wore 1211 rotors. Tho lists 
hare been considerably tampered with. 
Indeed by a resolution of the Municipal 
Council passed on tha 4th January 1S75, 
at tho instigation and chiefly at thepreauing 
instance of Mr.J.S.Drummond in opposi- 
tion to tho protest of the Petitioner at the 
time of its illegality. The amendment 
actually passed to a resolution proposed 
to make up the poling list according to 
law, was as follows: — "Resolvod that tha 
Collector prepare a voting list for tha 
coming election, and that all thoso who 
have paid their taxes tan days prior to 
tho 11th day of January 1375 shall be 
placed on the list. 

On the strength of this the Assessor, 
Mr. Russell, was compelled against his 
will to add a large number of names to 
tho liste as already compiled. 

Tho only persons who coald havo voted 
wero the names which wero on tho Heal 
Estate Roll. It was proved also that the 
Returning Officer Mr. Orr had publicly 
given out at tha polls to tho electors that 
ho should only tako one vote 
for Mayor from each voter and no more. 
At first ho said it was on the strength of 
a placard to that effect, posted up at tho 
Polling Booth on Yates street at tho time. 
Then, that he must havo been instructed 
by the Town Clerk (which tho latter, 
however, emphatically and specifically 
denied on oath). Then he said "not by 
Mr. Drummond." Then, that ha muit 
havo done it on tho strength of his own 
misinterpretation of tho Municipality 
Acts, quoting, afterwards. Section 9 of 
the ordinance of 1807 as probably the au- 
thority on which ho said it. Clear and 
confirmatory evjdonco was given on thia 
point l>.y Mr. Rowland Orson. He also 
proved that he had made several voters 
declare that Uiey had not voted in another 
ward ; that ha had allowod several per- 
aono who came to Tote at tho polls, but 
wero unable to read, to fill up their own 
papers without complying with the re- 
quirementa and declarations of tho law. 
It was proved also that over 'J.0U votes 
wero illegally added to tho Road TatliHt, 
for tho purpose of voting for Mayor. 
Whole pages of Chinamen were placed on 
tho list, some of whose taxes were paid 
by Mr. Drummond, and names given in 
by him without his (Russell, tho Collec- 
tor) having neon tho men or know oven of 
their existence.

FIIIVILEOK. 

r ' Mr. Barnston complained of the way in 
■which ono of the [>ap«rs bad reported his 
remarks on tlio Tariff question. Ho did 
not say that he advocated a committee 
■with tho object of placing a burthen on 
the shoulders of every consumer in the 
Province. 

PEA3E LAKE FERRY CHARTER. 

The Hon. Mr. Humphreys moved: That 
•whereas public notice has been fjiveu that 
sealed tenders will bo recoived by tlio 
Oovornmont for the right of maintaining 
.a Ferry, for the term uf five years, on 
Deaso Lake, and from tho month of 
Douse Creek to Thibert's Cassiar District; 
and whereas tlio publication of such notice 
has caused no inconsiderable alarm: — 

l'Becauao tho granting such ferry 
rights will tend to create a mischievous 
monopoly; 

2".' Becaufio it will seriously disturb 
commercial arrangements already made; 

3. Because its natural tendency is to 
raise the price and limit the supplies re- 
quired by tho miners in tho Cassiar Dis- 
trict. 

Bo it therefore Resolved, — That, in the 
opinion of this House, it is not expedient 
to grant such rights and privileges as aro 
indicated in artoh notice. 
„ Mr. Humphreys said that groat alarm 
•was caused by tho advertisement of the 
Governmont calling for tenders for the 
granting of the ferry right, and if eueh 
right was granted it would disturb tho 
. commercial arrangements that had been 
made, would tent! to the inconvenience 
of the public in that locality, aad would 
probably create a monopoly in tho carry- 
ing trade across Douse Lake. 

Mr. Brown seconded tlio resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Beayon said that this was n 
matter that had already been attended to 
by tho Government. Tlio Government 
were informed by their agent at Casiiar 
that tho burthen put on the miners was 
Texy great, and lie had advised them to 
«all for tender." for a ferry. After hia re- 
port was sent, however, circumstances 
ohanged and the rates of freight and pas- 
sage wero rsduocd, and tho Government 
had sinca anticipated tho resolution. 

Mr. Bobson — Havo the Governmont 
abandoned their intention to let ferry 
charters in that locality. 

Hon. Mr. BeaVen Raid ho might say 
that the Government had abandoned that 
intention; but he could not say positively 
that they had uatil another report had 
been received from the Gold Commis- 
sioner. 

Mr. Bobfon said that this was one of 
those questions that showed tho necessi- 
ty of Oassiar having a representative in 
this House (hear hear). He hoped the 
resolution would puss to mark tho opin 
ion of this II.. use on tho principle. 

Hon. Mr. Humph eys said that if lie 
Jjad the assurance of the lion, gentleman 
opposite that it was not their intention to 
let out lhe-.e ferry rights, he would with- 
draw his resolution. 

Mr. A. Ti. R 'bertson thought the At- 
torney Genual should give tlie Govern- 
ment the benefit of his opinion a? to the 
legality of granting this right. Ho did not 
believe it would be legal. 

Hon. Mr. Beared said that tho Govern- 
ment had onlv issued notices for tenders, 
but no furry dad been let and none, in all 
human probability, would be let. 
n Mr. Robinson offered an amendment 
'to tho effect that in tho opinion of this 
Houho it might not bo necessary to en 
tablish eueh ferries, and recommending 
the Government to oxerciao the closest 
scrutiny before establishing such ferries 
or issuing licenses therefore. 

Mr. Semlin seconded. 

Mr. Smith e could not see why the Chief 
CornraisS'oncr should await the report of 
the Gold Commissioner before pledging 
• the Government not to ostablnhtho ferry 
if it were illegal to do so-as the Attorney 
General bad admitted (hear). 
. Mr. Humphreys thought tlio amend- 
ment gave the Government power to es- 
tablish tli i ti ft-rry if they saw lit to do i)o. 
Ho contended the Government had no 
power to grant this ferry-right. If t hoy 
had they might as well grant a lioenae 
for a ferrv from New Westminster to 
Yule. 4 

Mr. Robson said tho Governmont 
should say that they abandoned tho pro- 
jects, 1st, because it was unconstitutional 
and, 3d, because it was not expedient to 
grant the monopoly. 

Mr. MeCreight read from tho Ferries 
Act to show that the Government had tho 
power only to grant ferry rights across 
narrow lakes or streams. 
" Tljo resolution and amendment wore 
hoie withdrawn. 

MISCHIEVOUS ANIMALS WLti. 

Dr. Tolmio moved tho second reading 
of this Bill. The nature of tho Bill wus 
renpeoting injuries caused by animals 
Of a domestic nature. This was a legal 
term and rnnant domertic animals. A 
great evil had existed in this Province by 
the necessity that was imposed upon a 
person who bud sustained injuries from a 
domestic animal to show that animal had 
a bed diameter. Under this Bill it was 
only nocn.ss.iry to nhow thnt tho injury 
had beon done by tho animal to claim 
damages for injuries. No person who 
keivj ft ><o>u', wolf or other animal tied up 
in his yard ooi;ld claim that that animal 
was a domestic animal. An Act of this 
character had beon in force ill Scotland 
for many years and had worked well 
there. 

' The Rceond rending was curried and 
Uio BiJJ committed, Mr. Smitho in tho 

C *'rho Committoo reportod tho Bill with? 
oii^ amendment, and tho Bill waa r«ad a 
third time. • 



RKLIOIOrs INSTITUTIONS DILI-. 

This Bill was road a second timo and 
sent to Comiuittoe of the Whole, Mr, 
Todd in the Choir. 

Mr. Duck moved that tho words "or 
congregations of Christians" be struck 
out, so that tho Bill shall apply to all 
denominations. 

After a lengthy discussion as to what 
was meant by the term "religious," the 
amendment was carried. 

Mr. Smitho warned the Conirtitteo that 
this Bill might opeu the door to the ac 
quisition of largo tracts of land for spec- 
ulative purposes. 

Mr. McCreight admitted that this was 
a defect and had been found to grow into 
a serious evil in Lower Canada and New- 
York, and ha did not regard with fuvor 
tho proposition for the' removal of the 
oresent reservation on the acquisition of 
land. 

Hon. Mr. Beavan sard tho House had 
already approved of tlio principle upon 
which tho Bill dealt. He considered tho 
clause in the Act which required the ap- 
proval of tho Lieut. Governor was just 
so much red tape— perfectly unneces- 
sary. 

lion. Dr. Ash said ho thought at first 
sight that the Bill was intended to re- 
move disabilities under which some re- 
ligious bodies labored. He expressed 
his opposition to the measure unless the 
legal minds of tho House cleared up his 
doubts. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson moved that no 
religious body bo allowed to acquire 
more than 50 acres. Ho drew a pict ure 
of a House filled with speculators in pub- 
lic lands, and said religious bodiud wore 
notoriously tenacious of power. 

Mr. Smitho thought that the posses- 
sion of globo property would bo inter- 
fered with by the Bill. Ho had no fear 
of any roligious body already establish- 
ed iu this Provinco grasping too much 
land; but ho did fear that somo spurious 
religious body would use their power and 
influence obtained under- tho Act to get 
hold of large tracts of land. 

Hon Mr.Ho.mpb.reyi said tho argument 
of the hon. momber for Cowiohan was 
tho strangest be bad ever hoard. If they 
wanted land they would get all they 
wanted without forming themselves into 
a religious body. Yon could not curtail 
men in their private transactions, and if 
thoy got land, tax it. 

Mr. McCreight said it would appear 
from the remarks of tho Minister of Fi- 
nance and Agriculture that that gontlo- 
i-.au thought the obtaining of tho sane 
tion of tho Lieut. -Governor a merely 
nominal matter. Now his view of this 
was that tho Governor on being called 
on to sanction nuy such matter would re 
ply that he must obtain the opinion of 
his responsible advisers. Ho thought 
that portion of the Bill a wiso precau- 
tion. 

Mr. Beavon regretted the discussion 
which had arisen, but could not seo any 
roason why. ho should withdraw the Bill. 

Dr. Tolmio hoped tho hon. gentleman 
did not regret the part of tlie discussion 
which had made the Bill a harmonious 
whole. The word "Christian" was struck 
out wherover it occurred throughout tho 
Bill so as to make its provisions available 
to religious sects of all denominations. 

An amendment of Mr. W. A. Robert- 
son to limit tho amount of land to be ac- 
quired to 100 acres per 1000 members of 
any such denomination, foil to the 
ground, and the Committee rose and re- 
portod the Bill corapleto on both aniend- 
ments. 

Report adopted and ordorod to bo con- 
sidered on Monday. 

The Houso then adjourned till 2 o'olook 
on Monday.

He referr- 
ed to a leading article in The Uolo.vi.st 
headed a 'Civic Mess," which ho had no 
doubt they had all read. (Crief of "Yes," 
"No," "No ono reads it!" "Every one 
reads it!" Mr. Drummond roads it.") The 
crowd finally decided that as all present 
wero readers of The Colonist, they 
would dispense with its being read. He 
denied that the article where it charged 
that the ballots had been tampered with 
was true. Ho then wanted to road a long 
letter BC-ut by him to tlio Standard, amid 
frequent interruptions; but as no one pre- 
S9tt s iemed to subsjiil e to the Standard 
it was finally decided to allow tho letter 
to be rend.) He had lived 17 years iu 
this city and ho was not guilty as charged 
by the Judge. [Voios— That's why the 
Judge made you pay all the costs, I snp- 
p i.se. Great laughter]. Ho then proceed- 
ed to pitch into Mr. Daviea who ho said 
was a bitter personal enemy of Ilia. He 
accused Messrs. Jerikinson and Newbury 
of collecting money to prosecute him 
under false pretences, and charged that 
they got tight on part of the money. 
(Great confusion, laughter and groans 
which lasted for some miinites.) Mr. 
Drummond finally claimed tho support of 
the electors in putting him at the head of 
the poll. 

Mr. Chas. Hayward said he had felt it 
incumbent upon him to accept the nom 
inatiou as his policy and that of Mr. 
Drummond had differed so widely that 
he could doc continue %o qocnpy a seat in 
the Council without the approval of tho 
Ratepayers nt large. Mr. Hayward then 
branched off into an explanation of the 
unhappy causes that had lod to the pro- 
sent contest with wllinh ttio readers of 
Tae Colonist ape already vury fanular. 
Mr. Drmutiiond, he mid, had represented 
himself as "persecuted.' and had written 
a long letter to the Standard to provo that 
he bad not tampered with tlio ballots; ho 
h;d in ver been accused ut that crime, but 
lio (Mr. Drummond) had neglected to 
say a word about tho irregularities with 
which ha was charged before Judge 
Cioase.

Tho New Postal Bill. 



Following is a summary of tho now 
Postal Bill, which will come into force 
in this Province about May lfit. It 
will bo soon thnt tho changes aro im- 
portant and the reductions very great.: 
The Governor may appoint all post- 
masters in cities and towns having 
permanent salaries, It is provided 
[hat postage and registration stamps 
necosuary for the prepayment of post- 
age and registration charges, alt-o 
stamped envelopes for tbo like pur- 
pose, and post-cards and stamped 
post-bands or wrappers for newspapers 
or other mailable articles not being 
post letters, shall bo prepared nnd bo 
distributed to the various Post-offices. 
The Postmaster-Gonoval , upon evi- 
dence satisfactory to him that any 
person in Canada or elsewhere is en- 
gaeed in conducting a system for ob- 
taining remittances ttirotigh the Posl- 
; office -by means of false pretences, may 
' forbid the paryment to any such por- 
son of any postal money-order drawn 
in his favor, aud may provide for tho 
return of the sum named in any pticli 
order to the remitter thereof, and may 
upon such liko evidence, forbid the 
delivery to such person of any regis- 
tered or other latter which lio 
believes to ho addressed to him 
through reason of such fraudulent 
scheme, and may cause any such letter 
to be returned to tlio Bender thereof. 
This is a very important clause, and 
will bo tho means of saving many 
foolish persona theirmonoy. Tlio fol- 
lowing clau.so makes prepayment on 
letters compulsory : — "On all letters 
transmitted by post for any distance 
within Canada there shrill be charged 
aud paid ono uniforn. n;te of throe 
cents per half-ounce weight, and any 
fraction of a half-ounce beiug 
ehargoablo as a half-ounce, and such 
postage rate of threo cents shall be 
prepaid by postage stamp or stumps, 
at tho time of posting the letter, other- 
wise such letter shall not be forward- 
ed by post. The rate for newspapers, 
or periodical publications printed iu 
Canada, issued not less frequently 
than once a month from the ollice of 
publication or news itgenfcs, and add- 
ressed and posted by tbo same to re- 
gular aqbsciubova or news agents, shall 
bo one cent for each pound weight, or 
any fraction of u pound weight, to bo 
prepaid by postage stamps, or other- 
wise, na tho Postmaster-General may 
direct," Whoa a paper is sent singly 
it must be prepaid with a half-cent 
stamp. Samples, documents, roots, 
grafts, maps, Sic, am to bo charged 
one cent per four ounces, provided, tho 
ends of the package are not covered. 
Whon a iwttcr is not propaid it shall 
bo returned, when practicable, to the 
sender. Postmasters are not required 
to give ahauge. Free delivery in cities 
shall be under tho control of the 
Postmaster-General, It shall bo a 
misdemeanour to post immoral books 
or prints, it shall bo a misdemeanour 
for a postmaster not to allow an in- 
spector to examine them. It shall V,e 
a misdemeanour to issnu money or- 
ders vvithunt previously receiving the 
nionev.
